Cuba's Flag Triumphant 
Sta. 


The Three Friends Stands Off 
Spanish Warships, 


Shrapnel Shell and Rifle Shots 
Fill the Air. 


Dr. Zertucha’s Version of Macco’s

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—A special to 
the World from Key West, Fla., says 
the Lone Star flag of Cuba has met 
the red. and yellow banner of Castile 
upon the seas. The shrapnel-shell and

Friends sailed from Fernandina, Fia., 
Sunday night, December 13, carrying a 
valuable cargo of munitions of war for 
the Cuban insurgents. After eluding 
the vigilance of the United States war- 
ships and revenue cutters and dodging 
every sail upon the ocean, the little 
steamer, with about fifty men, was 
within hailing distance of Cuba on the 
sixth night out. 

Surprised, trapped and fired upon, 
she threw shot into the Spanish naval 
coaster, frightened off: a big’ gunboat 
and escaped from a swift cruiser, steer- 


} ing out to sea. 


The Three Friends put in again to 
the coast and safely landed her cargo 
on the border of the great Zapata 


for liberty has the flag of Spain been 
fired upon at sea. No other filibuster, 
after having’ been attacked by the 
enemy, has stood by her guns and ful- 
filled her perilous missien. The ac- 
count of this: history-making trip is as 
follows: ; 

“As Cuba was neared about midnight 
last Saturday, a two-peund shell buzzed 
and tore through our rigging, and five 
minutes later the naval battle was in 
progress. 

“Early on the morning of Friday,

ward. It was, known that the battle- 
ship Reina Mercedes, the cruiser Al- 
fonso XIII and. the coaster Dos de 
Maio were patrolling the Pinar del Rio 


South coast. 
} “The sealed orders from the New 


York junta were opened an hour after 
the cape had been passed. They gave 
no directions as to the course the ves- 
sel should take. its destination alone 
being mentioned. The orders of the 
junta read: ‘Sail to the mouth of the 
San Juan River and there await a 
party of insurgents, who will take 
charge of the cargo. Do not attempt 
to land men or munitions at any other 
point.’ ”’ 

“The orders caused a sensation. A 
consultation was held immediately in 
the cabin, attended by Capt. John 
O’Brien, Navigation Captain Lewis, 


| Maj. Perez Morales, commander oy the 


land expedition, and Lieut.-Col. Calvo, 
a sea commander of the same. Maj. 
Arnos was also called in. Nearly every 
officer aboard had warned the junta that 
he would not attempt to land an ex- 
pedition near the San Juan River. The 
steamer Bermuda had tried to and been 
fired upon and driven away by a Span- 
ish coaster, while the cargo of the 
Dauntless, after having been put 
ashore, was captured. 

“But what was there to be Jone? The 
steamer had stolen away from the 
United States and had already covered 
three quarters of the distance to her 
ordered destination. She had weathered 
heavy storms and was staunch. Her 
crew was a picked one and the‘ sol- 
diers aboard were brave and dcter- 
mined. 


“ ‘We'll land at the San Juan, if we 
have to sail through hell io 40 it,’ said 
Capt. Lewis. 


“Keep a sood head on, but don’t 
waste any coal.’ was the word sent 
down to Chief Engineer Dunn. 

“When fifty miles south of the cape, 
the céurse was changed to north by 
northeast, against a dead wind. When 
night fell, we were thirty miles from 
land, following an eastern line... Sat- 
urday morning was clear and beautifel. 
The vessel was placed under a small 
head of steam and went easily in a 
calm sea. 

“About the decks all was _  astir. 
Boxes of arms, cartridges and Jjynamite 
stored in the hold were carried on deck 
and put in convenient positions for land- 
ing. Each man who was to land with 
the party had his -personal effects 


the first boat. 

“The Three Friends was _ several 
hours in making her way to the proper 
place to effect a landing. When all 
was in readiness, the coast seemed en- 
tirely clear. On the lower deck, amid- 
ships, the first boat’s crew, armed with 


to arm the large surf’ boat which al- 
ready swung over the side. . 

“The crew consisted of Loepts. Car- 
bonne and Guiteras, Sharpshooters John 
Gorman and Privates Auerelio Arcano 
and Edgardo. Maj. Perez Morales and 
Dr. Bonjardine, who were also to go 
rashore in the first boat, .stood at the 
gangway. 

“Behind the first boat's party’ stood 
a dozen men armed with machetes and 
Remingtons, in line along the rail, to 
repel boarders. None of the others were 
which 
they carried in their belts, as the rifies 
and machetes had been returned to 
their boxes for transfer ashore. On the 
bow stood Maj. Lewis, Maj. Arnos and 
Maj. Pagluchi. The remainder of the 
expedition had gathered along the rails 
on the port side as the vessel steamed 
almost in the shadow of the rocky 
cliffs. 

“When the filibuster was within 400 
yards of shore the engineer discovered 
a moving object in the darkness under 
the lee and informed Capt. Lewis that 
he saw a coaster. Without further ado 
the filibuster turned swiftly to star- 
board and pointed far the open sea. 
Few persons aboard had seen the Span- 
iard. Capt. O’Brien, after allowing his

“In a moment more the black shape of 
a forty-foot coaster Was seen darting 
out in the direction of the Three 
Friends. Away steamed the filibuster 
and behind, emerging from the shadow 
along the shore. came the coaster. 

“For a few minutes the exciting race 
continued and a flash of light came 
from the Spaniard. A second iater 
came the crack of a two-pounder and 
then there was the hiss of a shell a few 
yards to the Starboard. Word was 
passed.on the filibuster that all must 
fight. A few meén broke open the rifle 
and cartridge boxes and soon the en- 
tire party was armed. Sharpshooter 
Gorman gathered his riflemen along the 
stern rail on the upper deck. Maj. Mo- 
rales was in charge. 

“Again came a flash from the coaster 
and another solid shot splashed in the 
water, several rods nearer the vessel. 
Pursued and pursuer were each under 
full steam and smoke was pouring from 
their funnels. They were now about 
eight hundred yards apart. Then the 
Spaniard fired for the third time, falling 
a few rods astern of the filibuster, but 
in a direct line. 

“Use the Hotchkiss,” 
Maj. Morales. 

Gunner Michael. Welsh, who with his 
crew had stood by the twelve-pounder 
in the bow, heard the command with 
joy and called out to Capt. O’Brien to 
swing the ship around. In a minute 
the filibuster was almost abroadside to 
the coaster. 

“The latter boqmed forth again, but 
the smoke had not cleared away be- 
fore the Hotchkis in our prow belched 
forth and sent a shell between the 
short masts of the coaster, squarely 
over her engines. The shell did not 
burst, but the Spaniards seemed par- 
alyzed with fear. 

“Several men on the -lower deck 
opened fire with their rifles and this 
was followed by a rattling volley from 
the line of men on the upper deck. 
The shrapnel fired from the Hotchkiss 
ended the fight’ as the Spaniards sailed 
away, firing rockets calling for assist- 
ance. ..-The - call.for. assistance. was. 
promptly answered, for while the fili- 
buster was swinging into position to 
allow the Hotchkiss to play upon the 
enemy, a gunboat, double the size of 
the coaster, appeared on the port. 
-.“She opened fire with heavy guns 
but did not have”the range. Gunner 
Welsh rammed another shrapnel into 
the gun on the prow and yanked the 
lanyard. The shell flew straight for 
the gunboat and -burst directly over 
her. It was answered by a still heavier 
thunder from the gunboat returning 
shell for shell. The shot from the 
Spaniard disabled two af the landing 
boats of the filibuster, but did no other 
damage. The Hotchkiss was again 
loaded with shrapnel and the next dis- 
charge struck the cruiser amidships. 
Then the Three Friends put on steam, 
leaving the warship, possibly disabled, 
but at all events silent and defeated, 
out of sight, behind a point of land. 

“As the cargo of the Three Friends 
was being landed the Spanish coast 
patrol came up and a fierce fight en- 
sued between them and the Cubans 
sent by Gen, Gomez to escort the cargo 
into his camp. | 

“After -two hours of fighting, the 
Spaniards were driven off and the 
cargo was landed and safely carried 
into the interior. The vessel lay 
to for several days in a secluded cove,

“Emerging from the keys two cruis- 
ers were found waiting for her and a 
race ensued.

Capt. Lewis 
then ran among the keys and escaped 
the Spanish war vessels and reached 
American waters near Miami, Fla.’’ 

ZERTUCHA’S EXPLANATION. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—The Herald 
this morring publishes the following 
letter from Maximo Zertucha, dated at 
Melena del Sur, Cuba, December 19: 

“I have been informed of the reports 
current in the United States regarding 
the death of my old chief and friend, 
Maj.-Gen. Antonio Maceo. I owe it to 
myself to state how the event happened. 

“‘Maj.-Gen. Antonio Maceo, at 8 
o’clock p.m., December 4, accompanied 
by part of his general staff, namely: 
Majs. Diedra, Justic, Ahumada.and 
Penalver, Capt. Sauvanel and myself 
as surgeon of headquarters, with four 
orderlies and Lieut. Francisco Gomez- 
Toro, crossed the military line between 
Mariel and Majama at the former point. 
At 9 o’clock the following morning we 
joined some twenty-five cavalrymen be- 
longing to Col. Sartorius’s command at 
Mosauitos. On the 6th we started to- 
ward Baracoa. 

“During our march some eighty men 
of Lieut.-Col. Acosta’s command were 
incorporated with cur ranks. Together 
we went at 9 o'clock that night to the 
grazing farm (potrero) of San Pedro 
between Rincon and Covea. There we 
met the forces under Brig. San- 


+ chez and Col. Delgado, numbering some 


four hundred men, all cavalry. 

“It was 2 o'clock’ in the afternoon 
of the next day when word came to our 
camp that the enemy’s forces were mov- 
ing in our direction, following the trail. 
We prepared for the engagement. The 
next flank was commanded by the g+n- 
eral of division, Pedro Diaz, the right 
was under the command of Gen. Del- 
gado and Liewt.-Col. Acosta. Brigz. 
— took command of the cen- 

er. 

“The fight was under way when Gen. 
Maceo, accompanied by Brig. Miro, 
his adjutants, Justiz and  Sau- 
vanel and myself, started toward the 
battlefield. Maceo issued orders as he 
proceeded. He then took his position 
at a point outside the sphere of active 
operations but all of the enemy’s fire 
suddenly centered upon that point; it 
was lead rather than air that we 
ed there. 

“Maceo moved forward to within 500 
paces of a stone fence, behind which 
ihe enemy’s infantry was intrenched. 
Brig. Miro was to the right and I to 
the left of Gen. Macec. He raised his 
sword and, saying to Brig. Miro, ‘This 
goes well,’ fell as if struck by light- 
ning from the horse he was riding, to 


‘the ground. 


“I was on the spot at once examin- 


fing his wound. A Mauser bullet had 


entered the right side of the. chin, 
causing a fracture of the lower jaw in 
three places, coming out of the left 
lateral side at the base of the neck. 
The bullet in its course tore the car- 
otid artery, bringing On a mortal 
hemorrhage, which caused death in a 
minute. 

“The moment Gen. Maceo was 
wounded, I called to his assistance 
those who accompanied him. On be- 
ing told,. however, by Brig. Miro and 
Maj. Jutsiz that they, too, were 
wounded, I compelled them to get out 
of the range of fire. 

“A trooper, whose name I regret not 
to be able to remember, then came to 
my aid. He helped me with great brav- 
ery under the severe fire to raise the 
body of my. general. The trooper was 
at that moment wounded in the thigh. 
Buliets Were pouring over my head as 
I remained entrenched behind the gen- 
eral’s horse by the side of his body. 

“At that moment I saw. ‘Panchito,’ 
as we called the son of Maj.-Gen. Go- 
mez, before ‘me. He had been wounded 
in the left shoulder during the engage-

arm was in a.sling. He said to me, ‘I 
will help you, doctor.’ 

“We again raised the body of Maceo 
and placed it upon the horse. He (Pan- 
chito) took hold of the horse’s bridle. 
while I held the general by the feet. 
Then we started toward a gate which 
was the outlet to the tinclosure we 
were in. Panchito was then struck by 
a bullet. It pierced his shirt and com- 
ing out at his right side, completely 
shattering his elbow. He sank to the 
ground. I went to his assistance and 
Maceo’s body fell from the horse. 

“What to do then I knew not. The 
enemy was advanced. I begged, I 
beseeched Gomez to let me carry him 
on horseback out of that place. Noth- 
ing would avail to persuade him. He 
would reply to every appeal: ‘Let the 
general he carried out first, then I 
will go.’ 

“Then, almost crazed, I galloped on 
the general's horse toward our forces, 
which, owing to the incidents of .the 
engagement, were at a far distance off. 
I met Grig. Sanchez and informed 
him of what had happened. He, while 
issuing orders, did nothing. Then I 
sought another chief. I met the brave 
and honest Pedro Diaz. Hearing what 
I had to say to him and hastening to 
do his duty was the work of an in- 
stant. The enemy had advanced. It 
was necessary to dislodge and then 
we recovered the bodies of Gen. Maceo 
and Lieut. Gomez. 

‘‘Had the latter died from the wounds 
he had received in the chest and arm? 
No. He was stabbed over the left 
side near the breast. He had over his 
forehead, also, a machete wound which 
had divided his skull, The bodies had 
been stripped of their shoes, stockimgs, 
side arms and jewelry. 

“At 7 o'clock that night the bodies: 
were taken to a shed on the grazing 
farm and there I appeared before the 
commanding officers, who were ignor- 
ant of Gen. Maceo’s death. After an 
affidavit of what had taken place was 
drawn up and sworn to and with 
other official documents of the case 
was sent to Maj.-Gen. Maximo Gomeéz. 
‘After stating the facts as.they..oc-. 
curred, I wish to speak about my 
humble personality. 

“Who killed Antonio Maceo? Who 
killed José Maceo? Was it the enemy’s 
bullets at El Gato and San Pedro? No. 
I will say a thousand times no. They 
were killed through the men of the 
council. They were killed through 
those, who, having received money 
from the Spanish government, after- 
ward demanded places which did not 
belong to them in the ranks of the 
revolution in whose behalf they have 
done nothing. But they want to take 
places at the feast. Ask Dr. Hernan- 
dez, ask Dr. F. V. Dominguez, ask 
Portuendo. They will tell you. 

“When we were out of ammunition 
with no supplies at all, we followed 
the enemy’s trail in search of cart- 
ridges; when we had no other hope or 
support than God, the government 
council, composed of Pina, Boloff and 
others, were holding back the forces 
under José Maceo and Gen. Rodriguez 
from coming to our aid. 


“Why? Becatse of high political 
motives. 
“What were these reasons? Not to 


lend support. To allow the enemy to 
capture the unarmed, ill and wounded 
mulatto, Maceo.

To whom he alluded I do not 
know. 
“Tt is impossible to believe that Gen. 
Maceo should thus have exposed him- 
self to certain death. by placing himself 
in a position so dangerous as the one 
he took, and especially as it was not 
strategetical. Maceo had few superiors 
in the art of war, and it is impossible 
that he could have erred. No, Maceo, 
rather than struggle against certain 
elements, chose to die at his post, fac- 
ing the enemy. 

“T will add two words in closing. 
The statement made by Serrano 
through your paper +s false. I have 
today written to his son to have him 
deny it. That gentleman did not see 
me while I was with Maceo, whom I 
joined on June 15. Had he seen me 
he would not have dared to have coun- 
seled as he said he did. Gen. Maceo 
would listen to no gossip. He.av@ould 
have brought-Serrano to my presence, 
and I would have settled with him. 

“As to Gen. Manuel Garcia, he tells 
only part, not the whole story, namely, 
that while I was Mayor I pursued ali 
sorts of bandits, he among them. He 
was compelled to seek protection with 
the higher authorities in order to be on 
good terms. with all. 

“P.S.—On the body of Maceo and in 
the presence of Gen laz, I swore that. 
I would not} serve under any other 
leader in the revolution. I am carry- 
ing out my oath. I will leave the 
country a poor man. I have gained 
nothing by the revolution. I cannot 
travel . for pleasure, nor spend any 
money wrung from my country bv 
blood and fire, as others, supposed to be 
patriots ,are doing. I have nothing but 
a quiet conscience and the greatest 
disappointment a Cuban can have, 
namely, that idea that we are deservy- 
ing of such government as we have al- 
ways had.

PALMA’S COMMENT. 


NEW YORK, Dec. .24.—Tomas Es- 
trada Palma, president of the Cuban 
junta, issued this statement today: 

“I am not very much surprised to

“The train was flagged by red and 
white lanterns just west of the Mis- 
souri Pacific bridge, east of Indepen- 
dence. Robbers took charge of the 
engine and made the engineer get off. 
The conductor and brakeman went 
back and got a train wrench and cut 
off the express car. The trainmen 
made considerable noise and did much 
loud talking and pounding on the 
coupling while doing the work, in or- 
‘der to give the expressman a chance 
to hide away his stuff. When the train 
was cut off the robbers made the train- 
men get off while they took the engine 
and express car away. 

“They next stopped in the cut, about 
half way between the top of the hilb 
and Glencoe, and wrapped on the ex- 
press car door. The expressman opened 
it and realized for the first time that he 
was being held up. All his valuables 
were exposed. He claims not to have 
had time to put them in the safe he- 
fore leaving Kansas City. It was, 
therefore, not necessary for the rob- 
bers to open the safe, although they 
were amply provided with dynamite 
for that purpose.

The former plan 
proposed, but not executed, seme 
months ago, provided for a Cuban Con- 
gress of thirty members, of whom the 
Queen Regent was to name fifteen and 
the people of Cuba were to elect fif- 
teen. It is now proposed to do away 
with that part providing for the nam- 
ing of members by the Queen Regent, 
so that the entire Cuban Congress will 
be elected by the Cuban people. This 
and the entire control given to Cuba in 
making the tariff laws of the island 
will constitute essential features of the 
new plan of home rule. That giving 
the people the election of its Congress 
is felt to carry out in a spirit as well 
as in letter the idea of home rule. 

Thus far only the general nature of 
proposed changes have been made 
known to officials in Washington, and 
the plan of reforms has not been re- 
ceived nor is it likely’to be completed 
until after the completion of Porto 
Rico reforms, which will be signed by 
the Queen Regent tomorrow as a suit- 
able Christmas act. Under the Span- 
ish system it will be necessary to sub- 
mit the foregoing changes to the 
Cortes, which is not now in session snd 
not likely to meet before February. 

The Christmas-day reforms for Porto 
Rico are allied with those for Cuba, 
being the second section of the same 
law. They give Porto Rico a Congress, 
the Province of San Juan and Ponce 
alternating every two years in chovs- 
ing members for a term of four years. 
The Congress is given control of the 
whole island. The home government 
will continue to be represented by a 
Captain-General, who will exercise 
pervisory power, and be the local dele- 
gate to the Minister of Colonies. 

The foregoing was the plan approved 
by the Cortes, but as in the case of 
Cuba it is believed the plans will be 
enlarged so as to make the Congress 
wholly representative of the people of 
the island.

GROWING LESS REFRACTORY. 

LONDON, Dec. 24.—The correspon- 
dent of the Standard at Madrid says 
all rumors of the acceptance of the 
United States mediation (in Cuba) are 
premature yet, but it is undeniable 
that the Spanish people are growing 
less refractory to € idea of some 
understahding with the Unitel 
if only the idea of Cuban independence 
is dropped and Spain is allowed to ex- 
ecute her own ideas of colonial reform. 

All‘rumors pointing to unofficial ac- 
ticn by the European powers are un- 
founded, except that the powers gen- 
erally have advised Spain to grant to 
her colonies autonomy and to make 
her own terms with the United States 
if she can so hasten the pacification of 
Cuba.

The Two Pulaskis. 


(Kansas City Star:) The suicide of 
Josephine S. Gerocka, the grand niece 
of Count Pulaski, ends a long story of 
misfortune, suggesting the career of her 
eminent kinsman. Casimir Pulaski was 
a descendant of an illustrious Polish 
family, who risked and lost allina re- 
volt against King Stanislaus Augustus. 
Forced to fiy from Poland, he took 
refuge in Turkey. There he partici- 
pated ina war against Russia and then 
proceeded to Paris, where he met 
Franklin and offered his services to 
the American colonies. Shortly after 
his arrival in Philadelphia he took part 
in- the unfortunate battle of Brandy- 
wine and fought again at Germantown. 
In the wretched winter at Valley Forge 
he organized an independent’ corps, 
which was destroyed by the British as 
far as the infantry was concerned. He 
reorganized his corps, went South, was 
unsuccessful in an assault on the Brit- 
ish lines at Charleston, and a few 
months later was mortally wounded in 
the assault on Savannah, and was 
buried on St. Helena’s Island. His 
memory was preserved in Savannah by 
a beautiful menument, the work of the 
Polish sculptor, Sannitz. The great 
niece of Pulaski endured a lifé of de- 
feats. She believed herself entitled to 
$2,000,000, which she claimed her grand 
uncle advanced to the American cause, 
but which she was unable to substan- 
tiate for lack of papers of which she 
had been robbed. She held at one time 
a clerkship in Washington, from which 
she was dismissed. She sank lower and 
lower into poverty, was reduced to sell- 
ing papers on the streets, and finally 
became entirely dependent on charity, 
when she ended her sufferings by tak- 
ing poison. The two Pulaskis whose 
Mames have been connected with 
American history had indeed hard meas- 
ure meted out to them. The one to fall 
after a succession of cefeats in a des- 
perate but fruitless charge, the other

Why Do the Lost Walk in Circles? 


(St. Louis Republic:) The question 
is often asked: Why is it that a person 
who is lost, whether it be in a dense 
wood on on a prairie, invariably moves 
in a circle. and always to the right?

AN OLD SALT’S VIEWS. 

The testimony of Mr. Hooper, repre- 
senting the ship-owners of the Coast, 
was appropriately followed by that of 
Capt. Polhamus, a veritable old salt, 
and one of.the most experienced sea- 
The cap- 
tain is a typical sailor, short of stature 
but broad of. beam, bluff, hearty and 
bronzed ‘by exposure to sun and storm. 
‘His eye has a merry twinkle, and the 
‘sailor's love for .sptnning a yarn was 
more than once apparent as he told of 
his experiences.” 

The captain said that for-thirty-six 
years he had been in command of ves- 
sels on the Pacific’*Coast.. For many 
years‘he had been in command of tugs 
and pilot boats at San Pedro, and he 
was familiar with the coast from Point 
Dume to San Diego, where he is now 
stationed. He thought that such a 
breakwater as proposed for San Pedro 
would be a success. The harbor would 
be protected in a measure from south- 
easters, as the coast line swings out- 
ward further south. Describing the 
course of a southeaster, the captain 
said that while the wind blows at first 
from the southeast, the set of the swell 
is more to the southward. As the sterm 
progresses the wind swings round to 
the south and southwest. As soon as it 
passes beyond the south end of Cata- 
lina it gains in violence, but the island 
breaks its force. When at last, it 
passes the west end of the island, Point 
Firmin breaks its force, ‘and ‘the 
trouble is gone.’’ The southeaster he 
considered the most troublesome wind 
at San Pedro. 

The captain endeavored to show on 
the chart how a breakwater would give 
protection, but was sorely puzzled by 
its arrangement, as the top of the 
chart is not. due north. A ripple of 
laughter went through the room as he 
indignantly declared “That map is 
wrong.””. He succeded, however, in 
demonstrating his idea that the coast 
to the southward cuts off in a measure 
the force of the southeasters, and when 
the storm swings beyond the coast 
line the breakwater would then give 
all‘ needed protection.

When 
asked as to Santa Monica, the captain 
declared with emphasis that “it was 
not a nice place for any ship to lie. 
There 4s too much undertow and a 
heavy swell sets in from the ocean.” 
The relation of«the cantain’s -experi- 
ence in attempting to deliver a cargo 
of lumber at the Santa. Monica wharf 
proved a striking illustratidn ‘of its 
drawbacks. For twenty-two days he 
lay at the wharf and was obliged .to 
hoist his entire cago out of the hatch- 
way by steam, being unable to use 
his bow ports on account of the heavy 
swells. He said that no vessel can use 
her bow ports at that wharf, as the 
swells break high above them. During 
-his stay on this occasion he was re- 
peatedly told that it was the smoothest 
sea they had known for a long time. 
This ‘narration evidently made a strong 
impression on the members of the board, 
though hardly in accordance with 
Hood’s ideas, who had depicted Santa 
Monica bay as an untroubled expanse, 
smooth as a mill-pond..

. LOS ALAMITOS. 

LOS ALAMITOS, 24.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) sugar factory 
‘now in process of construction at this 
place will be ready to cut up beets and 
produce from them the best grade of 
sugar by July 1 next. It is situated 
in the center of the Los Alamitos 
ranch of 7000 acres, all first quality 
sugar-beet land, Under an arrange- 
ment with the Bixby. Land Company, 
the sugar company is guarnateed its 
full complement of beets for the term 
of five years. The lands are all rented 
and are now being prepared for next 
season’s crop. The soil is ‘deep 
sandy, sub-irrigated loam, having. heen 
deposited by the San Gabriel River for 
centuries. The depth as shown by the 
artesian wells,’ exceeds four hundred 
feet. There is sufficient moisture in 
the soil to produce beets in the dryest 


‘| years without irrigation. ° 7 


The factory is what is known as a 
350-700-ton plant, that is, the boilers 
are of sufficient capacity and the ma- 
chinery so arranged that the plant may 
be increased from 350 tons per ‘lay, 
the initial capacity, to 700 tons per 
day, without increasing the size of 
the buildings. The machinery for work- 
ing 350 tons of beets per day ig now 
being put in and will be ready for the 
1897 crop. The balance of the machin- 
ery, increasing the plant to 700 tons, 
will be placed in time for the crop of 
1898. The factory is being constructed 
by E. H. Dyer & Co., of Cleveland, O., 
who build the works complete, includ- 
ing all machinery, and will turn the 
works over to the sugar company 
when in complete operation. The frame 
of the factory is of Carnegie steel and 
the walls of brick. Due consideration 
has been given to economy of labor 
and fuel. Los Angeles oil will -be 
used for fuel. The factory will employ 
a hundred men in the manufacture of 
the 350 tons’ beets per day. 

The same company building this fac- 
tory, built the one at Alvarado, Cal., 
and at Lehi, Utah, all of American ma- 
chinery built at their works in Cleve-

is complete, ready to receive the two 
cargoes of seed on the way from 
France and Germany. The foundation 
is in for the new brick office, which. is 
to be two stories, heated by furnace 
and with all modern improvements.

gate NORTHWESTERN HILLS. 

- One of the leading topics of conver- 
‘pation among real estate men during 
‘the past week has been the gift of G. J. 
Griffith of 3000 acres of foothill land to 
the city for a park, and the influence’ 
which it is likely to exert upon real es- 
tate yalues out that, way. As, 
Times has frequently remarked, the 
northwestern corner of Los Angeles is 
a.terra incognita to a great majority 
of the citizens, many of whom, who 


have resided here for twenty years or 


-more,«having never set foot in that 
section of the city. Yet the natural 


_.@harms ofthat section..are fully as 


great as those found around Westlake 
Park, or even more so, the views from 
the hills being more extensive and un- 
obstructed than can be obtained in the 
neighborhood of Westlake. 

One of the first things to be done in 
connection with this new park is to lay 
out a first-class boulevard, so that cit- 
izens may drive out there and get an 
idea of what the tract is like. It is not 
necessary to wait until the property 
shall have been fully improved before 
‘making it accessible. There are sev- 
eral routes by which the river drive 
may be reached from the city. One of 
the most direct would be to lay out a 


‘branch of the boulevard which it is 


proposed to construct from Echo Park 
té Elysian Park, making it run out Al- 
varado street and along the existing 
road, which comes out at the river 
a short distance south of the southern 
boundary line of the park. Property- 
owners in the northern section of the 
city will. undoubtedly see it to their 
advantage to com) ine for the purpose 
‘of offering every facility for the con- 
struction of a first-class boulevard, 
which before many years would be 
thronged with teams on their way to 
and from the new park. Meantime, it 
would pay some of the property-own- 
ers’ in the northwestern part of the 
city to endevaor to secure a street car 
line out there, after which they could 
readily sell off somefof their property 
in subdivisions. When that section is | 
laid out, it is to be hoped that no at- 
tempt will be made tocut unsightly and 
expensive gashes through the hills, but

THE GLENDALE SECTION. 

That attractive suburban section ly- 
ing just north of the city, around 
Glendale and Verdugo Park, has been 
kept back by lack of adequate trans- 
portation facilities, the only line at 
present being the Terminal, which runs 
only a few trains daily. It is now pro- 
posed by the Terminal Company to 
electrize the Glendale branch, and run 
cars similar to those used by. the Pas- 
adena and Pacific Railroad Company, 
giving an hourly service from 6 a.m. 
to 10 p.m. A mass-meeting of citizens 
was held at Glendale on Wednesday 
evening to consider the question of 
raising a modest subsidy. The estab- 


lishment of. such a car service would 


undoubtedly be followed by the rapid 

settlement of the picturesque region 

of the foot of the Verdugo Hills. . 
TERMINAL ISLAND.. 

The Terminal Island. Land Company, 
a branch of the Terminal Railway 
Company, which handles the real es- 
tate interests of that place, has deter- 
mined to push the development of the 
island as a resort. Two well-known 
Broadway real estate men have been 
given the agency for selling lots there, 
with authority to make some much- 
needed improvements. Among other 
things there will be sidewalks, a pier, 
a clubhouse, and possiby a hotel, also 
a boathouse on the inner harbor. The 
compahy expresses its intention of 
making Terminal Island a model resort 
for lovers of the rod and line and 
their families. One of the real estate 
men referred to has had experience in 
this line, having started Catalina 
Island as a popular resort and man- 
aged it successfully for several years. 

The location of Terminal Island gives 
it in some respects an advantage over 
all of the other seaside resorts on the 
Coast of Los Angeles county, for the 
reason that. it has still water on one 
side and the ocean on the other, so 
that those with whom Father Neptune 
does not agree may enjoy themselves 
boating on the placid waters of the 
bay. ‘With a little enterprise and the

The 
peat taken out of the ditches is used 
for fuel. Orchards have been planted 
and the‘business of canning fruits and 
— has been commenced. 

Times has frequently , pointed 
wart he true_and false way of starting 
codperative colonies. The false way is 
to ignoére the individuality of the col- 
‘onist, likewise ta ignore the existence 
fin the human mind of a large percent- 
age of selfishness which it has hitherto 
been -found. impossible to eradicate. 
The true Way is to take men'as they 
are, leaving to-each his personal free- 
dom in the possession and development 
of his land, and combine only~for the 
purpose of buying necessities, selling 
crops, developing the land, and pro- 
viding educational and social facilities. 
There is room for many such colonies 
in Southern California, but there will 
not be room for any Altrurias, however 
attractive the theory may appear, so 
long as human nature remains as it is. 

A GOOD JOB OF GRADING. 

Those who may desire to note the 
difference between a first-class job of 
‘street grading, and ithe ordinary 
method of dumping gravel on clay, 
which, after a rain and a little traffic, 
becomes’ transformed into mud) should 
take a look at Kensington drive, im the 
Angelefio Heights tract, which has re- 
cently been paved with crushed por- 
phery rock. The difference between 
the appearance of this streét and that 
of the ordinary newly-paved thorough- 
fare, is striking. The road, too, is 
dry, firm and smooth. It is remark- 
able that more of this material is not 
used when streets are graded. The 
small difference in cost would soon be 
repaid in the extra durability of the 
street, apart from the superior pleasure 
which residents and visitors would 
find in driving on such streets.

FIGURES ON CONTRACTS. 

The Builder and Contractor has the 

fvilowing in regard to careless figuring 
on building contracts: 

“Omission of items in figuring con- 
tracts is probably the most commen 
cause of disaster prevalent in building 
contracting, and many a good -man 
who has intended well enough has been 
brought to grief because of having left 
out some things in his bill of estimates 
that ought to have heen figured on. 
Every man who is-desirous of succeed- 
ing as a contractor should prepare a 
complete and minute schedule of all 
the items that could possibly -be in- 
cluded in any manner of building con- 
struction. These should be classified 
and arranged under sub-heads, accord- 
ing to the different building industries 
or trades, and prices, where possible, 
should be added. By having a sched- 
ule as suggested, and consulting it 
closely when making up an estimate, 
the possibility of an omission would be 
reduced to a minimum. 

“Many careful contractors . follow 
some such system as this In estimating, 
but the majority fail to see just where 
it would be to their interest to assist 
in educating the other contractors to 
greater accuracy in figuring. It is for- 
gotten that a contractor’s ignorance or 
mistakes are a thousand times more to 


an accurate competency in making es- 
timates. We know of a case in point. 
Bids were asked for an ordinary build- 
ing. A half dozen bids were grouped 
closely together, varying only’ from 
$3500 to $4000. Then ‘came ina bid 
for $2800. In. the language of the ar- 
chitect, “‘that fellow left off the roof, 
and forgot there were any floors in the 
building.””’ More than one fellow has 
actually done such things. 

“If the architect could convince the 
owner cf the advisability of rejecting 
such bids, when the possibility of an 
error is so very obvious, the demoraliz- 
ing element might be thus removed, 
but the owner is usually hot on the 
trail for a bargain. He can see noth- 
ing but the price on the paper, and he 
thinks if the contractor had blundereg 
that that is not his affair, and it will 
give him an opportunity to get some- 
thing for nothing, which is generally a 
great mistake on his part, for in nine 
cases out of ten the owner gets mulcted 
in one way or an other before the work 
is completed. Even when slight omis- 
sions are made in figuring .the result 
is very unsatisfactory, for special or- 
ders for extra must be added, and 
these are not usually obtainable at the 
sam@ rates as is paid on the main con- 
tract, and all this leads to confusion 
and bickering, says the Canadian Ar- 
chitect. There should be a uniform 
system of figuring adopted by builders 
in every community. Its main object 
should be to avoid the omissions of 
items in figuring, and to prevent such 
glaring discrepancies in contractors’ 
estimates, 

“Tenders for work that are not based 
on correct quantities, or where omis- 
sions exist, do infinite harm in: many 
ways, and this is one reason why men 
who have not the requisite knowledge 
should refrain from tendering for work 
of which they had no previous experi- 
ence. In country piaces, and in our 
villages, there are very seldom works 
of such magnitude that the local 
builder cannot encompass, but he 
should not forget that even in huild- 
ings of similar size, and bdilt of simi- 
lar materials, the style of finish may 
cost anywhere from 10 to 50 per cent. 
more or less, so that the method of es- 
timating by ‘comparison’ is no more 
reliable than estimating by cubing, un- 
less the estimator has a thorough grasp 
of all the conditions surrounding the 
work. There are instances, however, 
when estimating by ‘comparison’ may 
prove fairly correct, but they are few:

completed for, we should prefer to fig- 


this State.

SWIFT HELD FO FOR TRIAL.

MONEY. IN CIRCULATION. The 
money in circulation on December 1 
shows that there was a net. increase 
during the month of November of $19,- 
389,132. This is a total increase in: cir- 
culation of nearly $53,000,000 since De- 
cember 1, 1895. The present circula- 
tion per capita, on a basis of a popula- 
tion of 72,030,000, is $22.86. On Decem- 
ber 1, 1896, the money in circulation 
amounted to $1,646,444,746 and that in 
the treasury to $654,715,297. Of this en- 
tire amount $634,000,000 was in gold coin 
and $441,466,441 in standard silver dol- 
lars. The silver certificates amounted 
to $367,903,504, and the gold certificates 
to $39,433,139. The remainder was 
made up of United States and treasury 
notes of $470,000,000, and National Bank 
notes of $235,398,890. The subsidiary 
silver coinage was over $75,000,000 and 
the currency certificates amounted to 
$38,510,000. | 


KAFFIR STOCKS. According to a 
statement in the London Economist 
ten representative South African min- 
ing companies have experienced a loss 
from the highest point in the year of 
$173.000,000. Ten companies of ‘“‘Kan- 
garoos’ show a depreciation of $23,- 
820,000, so that for the twenty com- 
panies here referred to the deprecia- 
tion has been nearly $200,000,000, 


COMMERCIAL. 


LEMONS AND ORANGES. The to- 
tal receipts of lemons from the Medi- 
terranean at New York City for the 
vear ended October 31 were the largest 
ever known, amounting to 2,957,500 
boxes.. Referring to shipments of cit- 
rus fruits from the Mediterranean the 
California Fuit Grower, in its last 
issué, Says: 

“The Valencia orange crop some time 
since was placed at 7,000,000 cases—and 
it must be remembered that a case is 
a little more than two boxes. A re- 
sponsible New York City fruit firm, in 
seeking a verification of this estimate, 
recently received the following: ‘With 
regard to the Valencia crop, we are 
of the opinion the estimate of 7,000,000 
cases is much exaggerated, for under 
the most favorable circumstances no 
one expects the crop to exceed 5,000,000, 
at the same time there is no doubt that 
the present will be the largest crop 
on record, but as every year something 
happens to reduce the quantity esti- 
mated available for shipment, such as 
frost, storms, etc., even the present 
estimates will have to undergo con- 
siderable reduction, for we never knew 
a season yet where there has not been 
an enormous quantity of oranges 
blown off the trees, and although cer- 
tain unscrupulous clippers may flood 
the market with this class of fruit for 
the time being, the buyers very quickly 
get to know of it and avoid it; conse- 
quently it frequently does not realize 
freight and charges, especially when 
good fruit. is plentiful. Last season 
the total shipments of Valencia or- 
anges reached 3,070,442 cases, of which 
1,028,955 cases came to | 
passed through our auction rooms.’”’ 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. Ina 
comprehensive article on the present 
railway situation the Philadelphia 
Ledger gives it as its opinion that ‘the 
business of rail construction has been 
almost suspended for four years, nor 
does it seem likely that there will be 
a great revival under any circum- 
stances, for the trunk lines were 
pushed to completion some years before 
they were needed, and it is probable 
that trolley lines will become the feed- 
ers of the future.”’ 

The same article, quoting from the 
of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, says: “‘The loss of revenue 
from passenger travel last year as 
compared with the year of the World's 
Fair is estimated’ by the commission 
at $40,000,000. There were 593,000,000 
passengers carried in 1893, 540,688,199 in 
1894 and 507,421,362 ine 1895-96. The 
freight moved increased nearly 60,000,- 
@00 tons, but was last year nearly 50,- 
000,000 tons behind the ‘record year’ 
1893-94. Rates have been forced down 
with the decrease of business so that 
the business has been comparatively 
unremunerative. The more important 
trunk lines have, however, been very 
prudently managed and have reduced 
expenses in proportion to the decrease 
of business, while they have at the 
same time maintained the efficiency of 
their lines and rolling stock. They are, 
therefore, in good condition to take ad- 
vantage of the better times now ap- 
parently about to open up. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, in its last 
annual report, which was for the calen- 
dar year 1895, showed for the three 
grand divisions east of Erie and Pitts- 
burgh an increase of nearly $6,000,000 
in earnings, an increase of a little over 
$4,000,000 in expenses, and a resulting 
increase of $1,775,984.40 in net earnings 
from operating. The net income, 
which amounted to $10,530,432.38, ex- 
ceeded the net income of 1894 by more 
than a million dollars.” 


PROPOSED PACIFIC CABLE. The 
Engineering News says: “The Pacific 
Cable Bill, advocated by the Pacific 
Cable Company, is to be pushed 
through Congress. This bill would 
authorize the Postmaster-General to 
contract to pay $100,000 per year for 
twenty. years for the construction and 
operation of an electric submarine 
cable connecting San Francisco and 
Honolulu and such places on the coast 
of Japan and Chiha as the company 
may select, with the approval of the 
government.” The same paper then 
adds: 

“The company is to deposit $100,000 in 
United States bonds, to be forfeited in 
case of non-fulfillment of contract. This 
‘contract would require the company to 
complete the line to Honolulu before 
January 1, 1898, so that it would be cap- 
able of transmitting not less than fif- 
teen words per minute; within one year 
thereafter the line to China and Japan 
must be built. The company may es- 
tablish landing stations on the Midway 
Islands, 
and belonging to the United States. 
United States government messages 
are to be transmitted free forever, and 
are to have preference, and the rate for 
ordinary messages between the United 
States and Japan and China shall not 
exceed $1.25 per word, and 35 cents per 
Press rates shal] 
mot exceed one-fourth of the cost of 
private messages. The House commit- 
tee has reported favorably upon this 
bill. The length of the cable route 
would be 2097 miles to Honolulu and 
6500 miles to Japan, and with 16 per 
cent. of slack the cable itself would be 
miles long. The 
cost of the cable and the necessary re- 


pair ship is estimated at $7,500,000. This

a. 

There are several thousand tons of 
ore on the dump at the Leon, and, as 
recently mentioned in The Times, the 
company is considering the advisabil- 
ity of putting up a stamp mill. If such 
is done it will probably be a heavy ten- 
stamp mill, about equivalent to the or- 
dinary fifteen-stamp mill There are al- 
together about 1500 feet of development 
work in the Leon. It is one of the few 
mines in California in which telluride 
ore has been found.

Dun’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say ; 
the failure of two important banks, second 
in size of business at Chicago and the oldest 
at St. Paul, with others dependent upon 
them, closes not favorably a month which 
promised to end with onl¥Y moderate commer- 
cial disasters. It does not lessen the effect 
of these failures that one was caused by 
enormous loans in aid of an electric railway 
and other concerns and that the other ap- 
pears to have resulted from heavy ventures 
in unsalable real estate. Since several 
thousand business men and depositors® are 
for the time embarrassed as much as the 
speculators that caused the trouble, the 
breakdown is the reverse of hopeful at pres- 
ent, although it comes when money markets 
are well supplied and when no serious effect 
in business is to be apprehended... Other im- 
portant events of the week are the failure of 
the billet and rail pools to find a basis for 
agreement, and the somewhat general dis- 
charge of hands or reduction of wages in the 
shoe manufacture. The holiday trade ‘has 
been fair, but generally in articles of medium 
grades. The fall in steel billets from over 
$20 to about $16 at Pittsburgh, and in steel 
rails from $28 net for mills to $25, less brok- 
ers’ commissions, produced so great a change 
in other prices and conditions and business 
that the meeting held here this week for the } 
purpose of reviving pools and fixing prices 
influenced operations throughout the country. 
But no agreement was reached and meanwhile 
contracts have been made covering the wants 
of most of the. producers for three months 
and some for the whole year 1897, and it is 
said that such large contracts have been 
made at $15 at Pittsburgh and $17.50 at the 
East. Besesmer pig has declined to $11.15 
and gray forge to $9.65 at Pittsburgh, while 
bar and other finished products remain un- 
changed, though 100,000 bundles of cotton 
ties have been contracted for at 60c per bun- 
dle. The production of coke increases rapid- 
ly, 9660 ovens being in blast, with an output 
of 97,155 tons for the week. Scarcely any 
business has been done in the minor metals 
and - $11.37 is quoted for lake copper, $12.85 
for tin and $305 for lead. Sales of wool were 
only 2,363,000 pounds at the three chief mar- 
kets, ee 5,914,300 for the same week last 
year. ‘heat has grown a little stronger in 
spite of the disturbance of the Chicago mar- 
ket. Exports have been 1,471,443 bushels, 
flour included, for five days, and 8,392,587 for 
four weeks, against 8,572,959 for the same 


Western receipts 
are still small, amounting to 8,455,600 bushels 
in three weeks of the month, against 14,344,859 
last year.

Bradatreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say the arrival of the holidays, the 
close of the year and the period of annual 
stock-taking, have further checked the vol- 
ume of wholesale trade. Only filling-in orders 
are being received and trade is slow. Retail 
demand for holiday goods has been active, 
but it is for cheaper grades than in previous 
years. In other lines the distribution of mer- 
chandise has been smaller at a number of 
distributing centers. Failures of important 
banking institutions at northwestern cities 
tend to unsettle confidence in comercial and 
banking circles. Very few salesmen remain 
on the road, but most of them are preparing 
to go out within a fortnight. The moderate 
trade revival which followed the last Presi- 
dential election has been disappointing in 
that, aside from the Christmas demand, busi- 
ness has been more unsatisfactory for a 
month past than at a corresponding period in 
many years. The shake-up in the iron and 
steel prices is nearly complete, and quotations 
for Bessemer pig-iron anw for steel billets 
have gotten down to the level of those for 
other staples. The billet pool has been 
patched up nominally. Anxiety is felt in the. 
iron and steel trade as to the uncertainty of 


tion to control that staple. Exports of wheat 
(flour included as wheat.) from both coasts 
of the United States this week amount to 
2,111,700 bushels, against 3,524,000 bushels last 
week, 3,472, bushels in the same week a 
year ago, 1.814.000 bushels in the week two 
years ago, 2,036,000 bushels three years ago, 
and compared with 2,917,000 bushels in the 
week of 1892.

Bradstreet’s review of the stock market 
will say that a rapid recovery followed the 


week. The street quickly realized that the 
situation created by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, in giving a favorable re- 
port to the resolutions acknowledging Cuban 
importance, lacked the gravity of the Vene- 
zuelan matter a year ago. London failed to 
show any fright, and buying from that quar- 
ter was supplemented by large purchases to 
eover short contracts, so that on last Satur-. 
day the market regained more or less of the 
ground it had so rapidly lost on the break . 
of Friday. The current gossip ascribed no 
small portion of the bear covering to Wash- 
ington interests, which naturally tended to 
diminish the fears that the Cuban resolutions * 
would lead to serious action, and the fact 
the Senate itself on Monday laid them over 
till after the holiday recess, together with 
indications that the House would fail to con- 
cur in the proposed action, deprived the mat- 
ter of signiicance. The market consequently 
tended to improve still further during the 
earlier portion of the week on continued 
short covering and in the belief that adjourn- 
ment of Congress for a two-weeks’ recess 
would afford opportunity for a speculative 
discount of the investment demand and im- 
provement in business that is looked for 
after January 1. This disposition was, how- 
ever, checked by the development of banking 
troubles in the West, including the failure of 
the National Bank of Illinois at Chicago and 
the Bank of Minnesota at St. Paul, both in- 
stitutions bringing down with them a nuni- 
per of minor banks and firms in their respec- 
tive vicinities. The disturoance in’ the finan- 
cial situation at Chicago had, however, little 
or no influence here, as the superabundant 
supply of funds enabled the New York banks 
to render all needed assistance to their Chi- 
cago correspondents without in any way cur- 
tailing their own loans, and, while specula- 
tive interests at Chicago are naturally threat- 
ened, the fact that their activity has been 
confined to local enterprises and was almost 
entirely based on local capital prevented the 
‘influence from extendin to this center. 
Prices were therefore only slightly affected, 
and at the end of the week the market as- 
sumed a dull holiday appearance, the chief 
activity arising simply from the’ desire of* 
professional traders to close up contracts and 
stand clear of the market over the three- 
days’ holiday which results from the closing 
of the Stock Exchange on the Saturday after 
Christmas.

THE GRAND JURY. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the Or- 
ange county grand jury presented its 
final report to Judge Towner and the 
jurymen again appeared in court at 2 
o’clock this afternoor. when they were 
discharged. Some time later the docu- 
ment was filed with the County Clerk 
and became accessible to the press as a 
paper of public record. - 

The report is much shorter than is 
usually the case, and is entirely devoid 
of the sensational features which some- 
times attach to sich.documents. No in- 
dictments were found, the report being 
devoid almost entirely to recommenda- 
tions of the improvement of public 
highways. 

The report states that all the books 
and records of the county officials were 
found correct and neatly kept, and that 
no violation of the county government 
act (sections 5. 6 7, and 8) had been 
committed. The reports of the treas- 
urers of the various cities of the 
county, which are appended, were 
found correct, save in one instance. It 
was found that a deficit of $199 had oc- 
curred in the Treasurer’s report on the 
electric light system of Anaheim.

Ana city waterworks, states that the

City Clerk, were $4038.95| in excess of 
expenditures, taking into account all

“While at the present time the coun- 
tries bordering upon the Mediterranean 
furnish the greater amount of citrus 
fruit with which we now come frito com- 
petition, other countries are fast com- 
ing to the front in this regard. The 
shipment of oranges from Mexico last 
year was about four hundred cars. 
This year it has increased to between 
eight hundred and one thousand cars. 
The Mexican lime is a powerful rival 
of our lemon in some lo¢alities. Ja- 
maica and other West India islands 
are also shipping to this country large 
quantities of oranges, and the Bahamas 
have, it 1s said, been represented in 
our markets this season. 

“During the year 1896 lemons of in- 
ferior grade were shipped to New York 
in such quantities from Mediterranean 
ports that the best brands of Southern 
California lemons could not be sold in 
that market for enough to pay the 
freight 


“At this writing (December, 1896.) | 


foreign lemons are selling in the New 
York market at a price which means 
for our best brands $1.40 to $1.60 per 
box. Freight costs us $1 per box, and 
the boxing, curing and putting on 
board cars is from 50 to 60 cents more. 
This is after the fruit is picked and 
delivered at the packing-house, leav- 
ing absolutely nothing for the growing, 
the picking and the hauling. 

“Our freight rate to the Atlantic sea- 
board is 45 cents per cubic foot. From 
the Mediterranean it is 12 cents. Our 
cost for labor is fully four times as 
great as theirs. Therefore, taking into 
account the cost of production in the 
orchard, of picking, hauling, sorting, 
curing... packing, shipping and freight, 
the difference as between Southern 
California and Sicily, is between 40 and 
50 cents per Cubic foot.. , 


“We therefore pray that Congress 


‘vill arnend-our tariff and. give us an 


import duty on oranges, lemons, limes 
ahd grape-fruit to the amount:of 40 
eents per cubic foot.” P
